And ko2 that purpoſe We ſhall Direct Our Secretariesof State to p2eſent 
Warrants toUs fo: Dur Signature, and give O:der to Our Atturney General oz Solicitoz, to pzepare Bills foz Paſſing Pardons to ſuch 
as ſhall deſire the ſame. P2ovided always, That this Our General Pardon ſhall not ertend to any perſon that Were in acual Arms againſt 
Us in the late Rebellion in the Welt, who being now Within this Realm, ſhall not within Thee Wonths atter the Publication hereof, lay hold 
of this Dur Pardon, and Teſtific the ſame by their peaceable returning to their fozmer Habitations, Labours and Pmployments.
